Thomas Scanlan Accidently 


Shoots Greely Perkins. 


Accident Happened About Mid< 


night Last Night in Oy ster 


Bay Restaurant. 


About m idnight last niglit Greeley 
Perkins was accidently shot in the 
thigh at the Oy ster Bay restaurant, 
by a rev olv er in the hands of night 
watchman Thomas Scanlan. 
Both men were somewhat intox ica­ 
ted and were ex am ining the weapon 
when it was accidently discharged. 
The gun was of the 32 caliber ty pe 
and Scanlan was resetting the hammer 
after showing Perkins how it worked, 
when it was 
discharged, the bullet 
entering the flesh of Perkins’ right 
thigh near the hip. 
The bullet plowed its way through 
the flesh and struck a table leg near 
by 
Dr. Coleman dressed the wound 
and found it not to be serious. 
Perkins and Scanlan hav e alway s 
been the best of friends and the acci­ 
dent is to be deplored. 
Perkins is 
confined to his bed by the injury , but 
ex pects to be out in tw o or three day s. 


LANDED IN J AIL. 


Suspects Comprising Camping 


Party Arrested at New Cas­ 


tle and Rushv ilie. 


The N ew Castle Courier, of y ester­ 
day , reports the arrest of Lee W ilkin­ 
son 
and 
J im 
Humbolt, suspicious 
looking characters, said to be wanted 
by Sheriff Bright, of Winchester. 
It 
is thought the two 
belong to the 
camping party of four consistingjof 
two girls and two men. 
They are miscreants .from Windsor, 
Randolph county , the girls come from 
good fam ilies, but were enticed away 
from home. 
After the campers left N ew Castle 
they went south and it is understood 
they hav e been located southwest of 
R ushv ilie for sev eral day s. 
The two fellow s drov e from Rush­ 
v ilie 
to 
N ew Castle and tried to 
sell their horse and bugggy for $10. 
Marshal Burr, of that city , scented 
a mouse and arrested them on suspi­ 
cion. 
He is almost positiv e they are 
the ones wanted at Winchester. It was 
thought the girls were in camp south­ 
west of Rushv ilie. 
Sheriff Bainbridge receiv ed a tele­ 
gram 
this | morning 
from 
Sheriff 
Bright, at Winchester, asking him to 
arrest the two girls and stating that 
he would find them about three m iles 
west, and half a m ile south of Rush­ 
v ilie. 
The Sheriff drov e in that direction 
and found the girls liv in g in a tent 
on the farm of Daniel Brown, w ithout 
any fire, w ith v ery little to eat, sleep­ 
ing on a bed of straw and w ith no 
clothes but those w hich they wore. 
They said that when they saw the 
carriage 
coming they realized that 
they 
were 
to 
be arrested, hav ing 
learned that the boy s had been arrested 
at N ew Castle. 
They were brought 
to this city and placed in jail, giv ing 
their 
names 
as Fossie Frame and 
Lora 
West 
an their 
residence 
as 
Windsor, Delaware county , Indiana. 
Both girls qre about six teen y ears 
of age 
and good 
looking. 
Sheriff 
Bainbridge telephoned Sheriff Bright 
that 
he had 
the 
girls 
and 
the 
Sheriff w ill be here from Winchester 
this afternoon to take them to that 
place.

pletion of fnterurban. 


The Traction company officials hav e 
indicated that there is a good prospect 
of hav ing cars running into Rushv ilie 
by August 1st, and the report is v ery 
encouraging and 
satisfactory to all 
the people of Rushv ilie. 
Mr. Henry has asked that the War­ 
field and Wilson lot pledged to him 
by a number of our citizens be trans­ 
ferred to him at once, so that the can 
proceed w ith the construction of other 
buildings. 
The men who pledged this lot to 
Mr. Henry hav e nev er been able to 
trade w ith the owners of it, they ask­ 
ing a price much too high, and if the 
matter cannot be amicably adjusted, 
the citizens, by Wm. Sparks, their 
attorney , w ill proceed to obtain pos­ 
session of it by condemnation pro­ 
ceedings. 
It is understood that the owners of 
the lot ask $3000 for it and as it must 
be paid for by the citizens, this is re­ 
garded as ex trem ely high. 
The officers of the road say that the 
track, wire, cars and power house can 
easily be finished by August 1st, and 
it is thought that the W estinghouse 
Company can get the motors completed 
by that time. 
These motors are to be 
of a new kind, the v ery latest and 
best motors made, and it is this part 
of the equipment that they were afraid 
they could not get by August first, but 
they 
are much encouraged by the 
progress made on them this far. 
The cars are to be the finest ev er 
put on an electric road. 
There are 
ten now being built, 
They are larger 
than 
those of the 
Union Traction 
company , seating eight more people, 
and hav e ev ery modern conv enience, 
are w ell lighted, hav e large windows, 
comfortable seats, and are finished in 
mahogany . 
The motors for these cars w ill be 
fitted up w ith 
a m ultiple 
control 
equipment, so that a whole train of 
the cars 
can 
be 
operated by one 
motorman. 
The workman and teams w ill begin 
work between this city and Conners - 
v ille, on nex t Monday , and the work 
w ill be pushed rapidly . 


Rus s ia ns Growing Bolder. 
Tokio, April 27 .—In connection with 
Monday ’« descent of a Russian squad­ 
ron from Vladiv ostok upon Gens&n, 
and the sinking of the small J apanese 
coaster Goy o, it is reported that a Rus­ 
sian land force of from 3,000 to 4,000 
men is mov ing southward from Ky ong- 
Sy ong along the coast road. 
This 
force, after burning Song-Chin, is said 
to hav e arriv ed at Tai-Chen, about 
thirty -fiv e 
miles 
farther 
down 
the 
coast. The Koreans south of Tai-Chen 
are fleeing. 


W ill Fight Unde r W a te r. 
St. Peteersburg, April 27 -The en­ 
trance into the serv ice of four subma­ 
rine boats at Port Arthur means the 
addition of new and formidable weap­ 
ons for the defense of that stronghold. 
The dispatch of the boats in section» 
ov er the railroad has been shrouded in 
secrecy , and ev en today many in S t 
Petersburg are inclined to doubt the 
report by officials of their presence at 
Port Arthur or to accept the informa­ 
tion as trustworthy .

Lansdowne informed the ~1iussian am­ 
bassador, Count Benckendorff, that he 
would be glad to reopen the negotia­ 
tions looking to a settlem ent of all 
matters in dispute between Russia and 
Great Britain. 
Lord Lansdowne did 
not stipulate any basis or enter into 
aay 
details. 
Ambassador 
Bencken­ 
dorff, as stated at the time, ex pressed 
his pleasure at the offer and transmit­ 
ted it to St. Petersburg, where Lord 
Lansdowne was understood to hav e 
taken then/lO Ta material ex pression 
of King Edward’s personal messages, 
and there for the moment the matter 
rested 
These negotiations are pro­ 
gressing satisfactorily , although no im­ 
mediate completion cf them can be 
ex pected

Shanghai, April 27 .—A rumor is cur­ 
rent here that J apan intends to occupy 
a portion of the Fukien coast opposite 
Formosa with the object of prev enting 
the Russian Baltic squadron passing 
through the Formosa strait.” 


St. Petersburg, April 27 .—It is re­ 
ported that an attempt of the J apanese 
to cross the Yalu has been frustrated. 


Liao Yang, April 27 .—The J apanese 
hav e forced a passage of the Yalu, two 
companies crossing between Tchangd- 
J iou and Slaopoussikhe. 
Heav y firing 
was heard near Tatung Kau, in which 
it is believ ed the J apanese made a 
faint in order to distract attention 
from the real point of passage. 
So 
far no bridge spans the riv er. 
It is 
believ ed the Russian fire succeeded in 
destroy ing the floating parts of the 
J apanese bridges. 


St. Petersburg, April 27 .—The cen­ 
sor's committee did not giv e out today 
the dispatches receiv ed regarding the 
mov ements of the J apanese across the 
Yalu riv er. 
It was intimated that in­ 
formation had been receiv ed that the 
J apanese had crossed the riv er, but 
this wfas accompanied by a statement 
that the success of the enemy should 
in no sense be regarded as an import­ 
ant v ictory , the Russians hav ing no 
intention of v igorously contesting the 
passage, their plan being to annoy the 
enemy as much as possible. 
It is ev ident from the dispatches re­ 
ceiv ed here that in order to render a 
crossing feasible the J apanese made 
a feint on Tatung Kau while the troops 
actually crossed some miles up the 
riv er near Tchaugdjiou. 
Two conapa 
nies were first thrown into Manchuria 
aad unquestionably entrenched and im­ 
mediately , under the cov er of their 
guns, reinforcements crossed. 
It is regarded as probable that when 
these troops are in sufficient numbers 
they will march along the Manchurian 
bank of the Yalu in the direction of 
Antung, near which lies the road on 
which the adv ance can continue to 
Feng Hoang Tchang, where the first 
determined stand of the Russians will 
be made. No report has been receiv ed 
here, official or otherwise, showing 
casualties on either side. 


DUE TO M ISA PPR EH EN SIO N 


Re porte d

Not 


Ba s e d Upon Fa c ts . 
London, April 27 .— Inquiries made 
here rev eal no trace of any effort or 
intention to interv ene in the Russo- 
J apanese war. 
No step looking to a 
pacific settlem ent of the conflict has 
been taken by the foreign office, nor, 
so far as is known in Downing street, 
by King Edward himself. 
Those who 
hav e discussed the war with the king 
within the last few day s say that such 
a step is 
last thing he contem­ 
plates. 
8 uch a step, howev er, informally 
taken, so it is held here, might seri­ 
ously endanger the v ital negotiations 
now progressing between Russia and 
Great Britain with a v iew to the set­ 
tlement of outstanding differences be­ 
tween the two countries. 
King Edward and the foreign office 
are fully aware that an y offer or ev en 
suggestion looking to peace at the 
present stage would be resented both 
by J apan and Russia, and It is emphat­ 
ically denied that the king, ev en in the 
ramily circle at Copenhagen, has sug­ 
gested mediation, much less interv en* 
tion. 
His majesty has ex pressed sy m­ 
pathy with his roy al relativ e ov er the

Rus s ia n F le e t 
Kobe, April 27 .—Under full steam a 
strong squadron of J apanese armored 
cruisers was observ ed y esterday mak­ 
ing its way northward in the J apan 
s<» a. 
It is believ ed that the v essels 
are on their way to attempt to cut off 
the Russian squadron that appeared 
at Won San on the east coast of Korea, 
Monday . It is feared, howev er, that as 
the czar's cruisers 
are superior in 
speed to those of the mikado they may 
escape in safety to the shelter of Vlad­ 
iv ostok. 
It is also stated that the J apanese 
hav e succeeded in luring the Russians 
from the protection of the Vladiv ostok 
guns and that there is another J ap­ 
anese squadron between them and 
their retreat, but these are mere ru­ 
mors. 
------------------- 
stirring Ne ws Ex pected. 
London, April 27 .—No further news 
from the seat of war hae reached Lon­ 
don, and there is no confirmation of 
the reported J apanese rev erse on the 
Yalu. Stirring news, howev er, is hour­ 
ly ex pected, both from the regions of 
the Yalu and Vladiv ostok. 
The gen­ 
eral opinion is that Vice Admiral Togo 
is waiting for the Vladiv ostok squad­ 
ron is confirmed by a Tokio corre­ 
spondent, who say s there is no doubt 
that the J apanese are taking steps to 
cut off the retreat of the Vladiv ostok 
warships.
